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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . The claim objection drawn to claim 9 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The applicant is describing a range of roughness 
in terms of sandpaper that was not disclosed in the specification. The range disclosed 
in the specification is between 100 to 300, not 20 to 1500, Therefore the range in the 
claims is claiming new matter, which has a lack of written description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the International application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Reilly et al. (USPN 5,997,502). 
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Reilly et al. discloses a syringe barrel comprises a flange witli a front surface and 
a rear surface, wtierein the rear surface (22fr) is roughened (Figures 1 and 5). 

5. Claims 3, 4, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nolan, 
JR, et al. (US Pub 2001/0023336). 

Nolan JR, et al. discloses a syringe barrel with a flange with a front surface and a 
rear surface, wherein the front surface with roughened (Figure 4A). 

6. Claims 3, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Wimmer 
(USPN 5,275,581). 

Wimmer discloses a syringe barrel with a flange with a front surface and a rear 
surface, wherein the front surface with roughened (Figure 1 , 2). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 7/01/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant 's invention claims "a roughened surface" on the flange of the 
syringe. The examiner disagrees with the interpretation of "a roughened surface." The 
examiner uses the first definition that was given by the applicant wherein a roughened 
surface is uneven or an irregular surface. This is shown in each of the prior art figures. 
The figures of the prior art show ribs. The ribs are an uneven surface and thus make 
the flange have an uneven surface since each rib causes a change in height of the 
flange, and thus causing an uneven surface. Therefore, the prior art meet the 
requirements of the claimed limitations. The examiner would like to note that the 
applicant seems to be reading limitations from the specification into the claim language 
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and the examiner would suggest clarifying the definition of a roughened surface or 
further describing characteristics of the roughened surface in the claims.
